TO BE GIVEN A PUBLIC lUNEBAL. 


The Veteran Was Stricken With No 


Particular Disease ami the End Cam* 
Throueh a General Weaken Ins: ofthe 
System—Two Children at Deathbed. 
Los Angeles, Cal., March 12.—Gen- 


eral W. S. Rosecrans died yesterday 
at his home near Redondo. The old 
warrior's death was peaceful in the ex- 
treme. For several days he had been 
between life and death, at times uncon- 
scious and again in a comatose state. 
His splendid vitality kept him alive 
for days. 
At the bedside when the 


end came were a son and daughter of 
the general, Carl and Anna Rosecrans, 
and a number of immediate friends of 
the family, besides the attending phy- 
sician.

THE LATE GENERAL ROSECRANS. 
more than two weeks ago, it was not 
supposed the ailment was more than 
an attack of the grip. He rallied sev- 
eral times, but the physician 
never 


held out much hope for recovery, and 
for the last three days the family and 
friends had known that the end was 
very near. 


The place where he died is called 


Rosecrans, in honor of him, and is near 
a station on the Redondo, about 12 
miles from the city. The general had 
made his home there on a large ranch, 
devoted to fruit raising for several 
years. General Rosecrans was pos- 
sessed of a fine property, and his last 
days were spent in peace and plenty. 


Arrangements are beine made to 


have a public funeral for General 
Rosecrans, in which all the military 
bodies of this city and section will par- 
ticipate.

General Rosecrans was born in Kings-

His splendid vitality kept him alive 
for days. 
At the bedside when the 
end came were a son and daughter of 
the general, Carl and A nna Rosecrans, 
and a num ber of imm ediate friends of 
the family, besides the attending phy ­ 
sician, Dr. Hakes. 
His third child, a 
daughter, Mrs. O’Toole, lives a t Helena, 
Ont. 


General Rosecrans w as stricken w ith 
no p articular disease, and the end cam e 
through a general w eakening of the 
system. 
W hen he w as first stricken.

more th an two weeks ago, it was not 
supposed the ailm ent w as more than 
an attack of the grip. 
He rallied sev­ 
eral times, but the physician 
never 
held out m uch hope for recovery. an«i 
for the last three days the family and 
friends had known th a t the end w as 
very near. 


The place w here he died is called 
Rosecrans, in honor of him, and Is near 
a station on the Redondo, about 1- 
miles from the city. 
The general had 
m ade his home there on a large ranc h

General Rosecrans w as

sessed of a fine property, and his la*t 
days were spent in peace and plenty.

England imports eggs and poultry 
to the value of $23,000,000, while 
Franco exports $70,000,000 worth of 
the same. 
France has a number of 
poultry schools, where pupils are 
regularly trained in rearing fowls, 
managingincubators, curing|diseases, 
eto., 30,000 chickens being hatched 
each season at the Gambais School. 
The pupils pay for their instruction 
and work from 6 a. m, to 8 p. m., 
three of the hours being devoted to 
study. 
Scholarships are founded for 
the benefit of those unable to alford 
the tuition fee,

He 
could not praise the South too highly 
and could not heap enough abuse 
upon the North. He was too old to 
go into the A\ ar with his sons an J re- 
mained at home, doing all he could to 
help the confederate cause and harass 
the Yankees who invaded the state. 
Finally he became so obstreperous that 
the federal general who was in com- 
mand near Helm's home put him in 
prison.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AND EYESIGHT. 


Gray »nd liluv Ey«» Ar« Mont Suvc«|»tl- 


bl« to Iiijurlou* .Effect. 


One effect of the advent of the X 


ray has been to direct closer attention 
to the influence of the electric light 
on the eyesight. It has recently beeu 
stated, saya the Pittsburg Dispatch, 
tluit sailors suffer much in their eye- 
sight from the brilliant electric lights 
used on shipboard. 
Gray and blue 


eyes are tho most subject to injury, 
not being heavily charged with pig- 
ments. The men who Avork the seareh'- 
lights already wear dark blue glasses, 
but it is found that these only miti- 
gate the intensity of the light, and do 
not absorb the source of the trouble, 
the ultra-violet rays. 
These rays, 


however, can be intercepted by gog- 
gles or screens of uranium or yellow 
glass, and with these,it is understood, 
the sailors of the French navy are soon 
to be provided. 


Another interesting case bearing on 


this subject is reported from a British 
warship. It seems that two stokers 
on the ship, having a little spare time, 
became engrossed in the operation of 
an electric drill, which was burning 
out holes in a hardened steel plate.' 
Both men declared they only watched 
the arc for about three minutes,and at 
the time felt no ill effects, except that all 
objects appeared to be of a deep gold 
color. At night, however, both men 
Avere aroused by intense pain and par- 
tial blindness for the time being, but 
both recovered quickly after treatment. 
The electric drill acts by fusing a hole 
through the steel, and the intensity of 
the light is greatly increased by the 
rays of light thrown off by the molten 
metal. The fact, too, that the work 
is carried on chiefly in the daylight is 
apt to deceive the casual onlooker as 
to the degree of brilliancy of the light, 
and it is not until the after effects be- 
gin to assert themselves that he is 
aware of anything out of the common. 
Dark glasses are now used by all the 
men on the electric drilling shifts. A 
singular feature of this affection is that 
it is analagous to snow or desert blind- 
ness, and, as in them, the pernicious 
effects of the electric light are proba- 
bly due to the ultra violet rays of the 
spectrum. 


Candle Fish—Food, Medicine and Ught 


in Alaska. 


With the discovery of the Klondike, 


Avith all its winter privations, conies 
also the practical discovery of a fish 
found along the Alaskan shores which 
it is said Avill furnish food, light, heat 
and medicine to the prospectors who 
have gone into the new El Dorado. 
This fish is of the smelt variety, but 
larger and fatter. 
They are caught in 


nets easily, and on being caught, are 
found to be of a rich green color on 
the back A-ariegated with blue, and 
Avith golden reflections on the belly. 
On being caught these fish are dried 
and stored. 
When the Alaskan is 


snowed in and without a light, he sim- 
ply inserts the tail of one of these fish 
in a crack in the table and touches a 
match to its nose. It gives out a clear 
three-candle pOAver light. 
The back- 


bone is largely formed of phosphorus, 
which not only causes it to ignite 
easily, 
but also accounts for the 


strength of the flame and heat devel- 
oped. The substance of the fish, 
largely fat, retards the rapid burning as 
the tallow acts in an ordinary candle. 
The fish is also valuable as food. Still 
another use to Avhich it may be put is 
as a substitute for cod-liver oil, which, 
aiding the natural heat of the body, 
serves to protect against the seA-ere 
cold. It is to be hoped that scientists 
Avill discover a way by which the skiu 
of this fish may be made into clothing, 
and its backbone sharpened into min- 
er's picks.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AND EYESIGHT* 


G ray Hint Hlue K ye* Are M ost S u c c e p t l- 
b io to I n j u r i o u s K l T e e t * 


One effect of the advent of the X 
ray has boon to direct closer attention 
to the influence of the electric light 
on tho eyesight. 
It has recently been 
stated, says tho Pittsburg Dispatch, 
that sailors suffer much in their eye­ 
sight from the brilliant electric lights 
used on shipboard. 
Gray and blue 
eyes are tho most subject to injury, 
not being heavily charged with pig­ 
ments. The men who work the search1 
lights already wear dark blue glasses, 
but it is found that these only miti­ 
gate tho intensity of the light, and do 
not absorb the source of the trouble, 
the ultra-violet rays. 
These rays, 
however, can be intercepted by gog­ 
gles or screens of uranium or yellow 
glass, and with these,it is understood, 
the sailors of the French navy are soon 
to be provided. 


Another interesting case bearing on 
this subject is reported from a British 
’warship. 
It seems that two stokers 
on the ship, having a little spare time, 
became engrossed in the operation of 
an electric drill, which was burning 
out holes in a hardened steel plate/ 
Both men declared they only watched 
the arc for about three minutes,and at 
the time felt no ill effects, except that all 
objects appeared to be of a deep gold 
color. 
At night, however, both men 
were aroused by intense pain and par­ 
tial blindness for the time being, but 
both recovered quickly after treatment.

C a n d le F i s h —F o o d , M e d i c i n e a n d L i g h t 


in A l a s k a . 


With the discovery of the Klondike, 
with all its winter privations, comes 
also the practical discovery of a fish 
found along the Alaskan shores which 
it is said will furnish food, light, heat 
and medicine to the prospectors who 
have gone into the new El Dorado. 
This fish is of the smelt variety, but 
larger and fatter. 
They are caught in 
nets easily, and on being caught, are 
found to be of a rich green color on 
the back variegated with blue, and 
with golden reflections on the belly. 
On being caught these fish are dried 
and stored. 
When the Alaskan is 
snowed in and without a light, he sim­ 
ply inserts the tail of one of these fish 
in a crack in the table and touches a 
match to its nose. 
It gives out a clear 
three-candle power light. 
The back­ 
bone is largely formed of phosphorus, 
which not only causes it to ignite 
easily, 
but also 
accounts for the 
strength of the flame and heat devel­ 
oped. 
The 
substance of the fish, 
largely fat, retards the rapid burning as 
the tallow acts in an ordinary candle. 
The fish is also valuable as food. Still 
another use to which it may be put is 
as a substitute for cod-liver oil, which, 
aiding the natural heat of the body, 
serves to protect against the severe 
cold. 
It is to be hoped that scientists 
will discover a way by which the skin 
of this fish may be made into clothing, 
and its backbone sharpened into min­ 
er’s picks.

“ Hitch your wagon to a star.” 
The sentence caught her. 
She read 
it aloud and liked the way it sounded. 
Then she read further. 
The author 
of the monograph maintained that a 
man who would make up his mind 
hard enough could accomplish any­ 
thing he set his mind on. 
Mrs. Blank 
was interested and got some more of 
Mulford’s books. 
From these she 
learned some very alluring things 
about thought. 
She learned that, if 
one was ill, all he or she had to do was 
to think hard that he or she was well 
and health was restored. 
Now that 
struck Mrs. Blank very forcibly. 
She 
had long been a sufferer from dyspep­ 
sia. 
Physicians hadn’t helped her 
and she had settled down to the 
thought of being a chronic dyspeptic. 
Now she had found a cure for the ill. 
Straightway she began to think she 
was perfectly well. 
That night, ac­ 
cording to the story, she ate all sorts 
of things for dinner. 
When her hos­ 
tess marvelled at her temerity, Mrs, 
Blank smiled sweetly and simply said: 


“ Oil, I haven’t been bothered writh 
indigestion for a long time.” 


That struck the hostess as a bit 
queer, inasmuch as Mrs. Blank had 
complained of her old malady only 
that morning. However, she said noth­ 
ing and in a few days Mrs. Blank 
returned to town. 
The storv is that 
when she began at the top of her visit­ 
ing list late in October all her friends 
remarked on how well she was look­ 
ing. 
After a time Mrs. Blank revealed 
the secret. 
She told about the books 
alie had read, the thinking she had 
done aud the cure that had been 
effected. 
All the women of her ac­ 
quaintance seemed to have something 
the matter with them and they became 
greatly interested in the thinking 
process. 


They wanted to know more about it, 


! and one day Mrs. 
Blank gave a 
luncheon to about a dozen friends and 
told all she knew about how to think. 
That was the beginning. 
Other lunch­ 
eon parties were given by other women 
of Mrs. Blank’s acquaintance, and at 
these the women told of their experi­ 
ences at thinking. These think lunch­ 
eons have now become a fixture. 


A woman in upper Fifth avenue 
became interested, and concluded that 
there must be successors of Prentice 
Mtilford still in the flesh. She searched 
for one and finally found one, a wo­ 
man. 
This woman had a name for 
the process of thinking oneself into a 
desired condition of mind or body, 
She called it menticulture, and now 
that’s what they all call it. 
Her creed 
was a little different from Mulford’s. 
Bhe held the doctrine of thought- 
transference. 


According to this teacher, thought 
can be transferred from one mind to 
another as rapidly as the telegraph 
transfers words. 
All that is necessary 
is to think hard enough. 
She asserts, 
for instance, that a person’s spiritual 
life may be made better by resolute 
thinking. 
Think of Christ and His 
example. 
Continue to think about 
Him. 
Think hard. 
Little by little 
the moral life of tho thinker will im­ 
prove. 
As he thinks, the thought 
crystallizes in action. 
The acts will 
resemble more and more the acts of 
the Exemplar. 
The only bar to 
absolute perfection, according to this 
philosophy, is tho lack of ability to 
keep one’s thoughts on the subject. 


What is true of the spiritual life, 
according to the reasoning of this wo­ 
man, is true of the j>hysical life, only 
you must have assistance in improv­ 
ing your physical condition, 
In this 
assistance comes in the thought-trans* 
ferenoe, 
A person who is sound of 
wind and limb and mind meets a 
friend who has a cold or consumption 
or any other ill. 
The well person be­ 
gins to think of an ideal healthy per­ 
son. 
He sits up nights and Sundays 
and holidays wTith his friend thinking 
about his own healthy ideal of health. 
After a-time the person who is ill 
catches a faint notion of this physi- 


sation of illness. 


So great has the interest in thinking 
become that the thinkers havo d i v id e d 
themselves up into circles or cliques. 
Two or three of theso circle* aro 
known 
as 
the 
Prentice 
Muifonl 
branch. 
Then there is another set, 
who aro members of “ Don’t Worry 
Club,” organized by Theodore F. Sew­ 
ard. 
Tho members of these clubs d i s ­ 
avow any belief in “ Christian science” 
or “faith healing.” 
They insist that 
their business is simply to make tho 
mind as perfect a machine as p o s s ib le , 
the end and aim being to people tho 
world with better men aud women — 
bettor mentally and physically. 


Tho “Don't Worries” do believe, 
however, in thought transference. 
It 
said that the feeling between the dif­ 
ferent kinds of menticulturalists is 
running high and that some of the wo­ 
men of one circle hardly speak to tho 
women of the others. 


W o m e n C e n te n a ria n s» 


It is an acknowledged fact that a 
great age is attained by women ofteu- 
er than by men, 
Ono of the most 
famous female centenarians was tho 
Countess of Desmond, who lived to be 
145 years old, and died in the reign of 
James I. from the effects of an acci­ 
dent, 
This wonderful woman found 
herself, at the age 100, so lively and 
strong as to be able to take part in a 
dance; and when she was 140 sho trav­ 
eled from Bristol to London—no tri­ 
fling journey in those days—in order 
to attend personally to some business 
affairs. 


Lady Desmond is, however, quite 
thrown in the shade by a French wom­ 
an, Marie Prion, w'ho died in St. Col- 
ombe, it is said, at the wonderful age 
of 150. 
Toward the end of life she 
lived exclusively on goat’s milk a m i 
cheese.

duct their relations with men, on the 
idea that as long as they violate no law 
of the land they are justified in doing 
as they please, no matter who or what 
may be overturned in the exemplifica- 
tion of this plan. 
That they can evade 


contracts, plead non-responsibility,and 
play the skin game generally, just so 
they are not caught within the meshes 
of the law, and at the same time be 
men of honesty and honor, and occupy 
deservedly high positions in chuich 
and society. 


Such men generally succeed in the 


world, because, success at any cost, is 
their goal. 
They succeed because they 


make a study of just how close they can 
come to the line between legal rascal- 
ity and illegal rascality, and reach over 
and seize victims from among those wK> 
think only of honor and fair dealing, ir- 
respective of civil law and its technic- 
alities. 
It is not a difficult matter tor 


the average man to succeed, if 
he 


measures success in dollars and cents, 
providing he casts all conscientious 
scruples aside, and makes a study of 
how to play shaip, just out of reach of 
the law.

Legally (Right—Morally Wrong. 


Many people do business, and con­ 
duct their relations with men, on the 
idea that as long as they violate no law 
of the land they are justified in doing 
as they please, no matter who or what 
may be overturned in the exemplifica* 
tion of this plan. 
That they can evade 
contracts, plead non-responsibility,and 
play the skin game generally, just so 
they are not caught within the meshes 
of the law , and at the same time be 
men of honesty and honor, and occupy 
deservedly high positions in chutch 
and society. 


Such men generally succeed in the 
world, because, success at any cost, is 
their goal. 
They succeed because they 
make a study of just how close they can 
come to the line between legal rascal 
ity and illegal rascality, and reach over 
and seize victims from among those w^o 
think only of honor and fair dealing, ir 
respective of civil law and its technic­ 
alities. 
It is not a difficult matter lor 
the average man to succeed, if 
he 
measures success in dollars and cents, 
providing he casts all conscientious 
scruples aside, and makes a study of 
how to play sharp, just out of reach of 
the law. 


This sort of business often passes for 
shrewdness and business ability, but the 
man of strict integrity and real honesty 
knows it by another, and less euphoni* 
ous, title. 
It is not criminal to be self­ 
ish, but selfishness leads to criminality, 
nevertheless; and, it is just as true, that 
morally right people ought to watch the 
man who measures his honesty by his 
legal responsibility, because he who 
needs law to keep him honest, certainly 
needs watching— and they are legion.

i Here's the story of the building~of 
a branch line on a mountain railroad.

Now, Jack Bowen had lied so frequent- 


ly and luminously to the conductor

that it was true. Returning to Mays- 
vine with the engine, he gave the 
alarm, and the sheriff of Chaffee 
county made Up a posse and set out 
in search of the brakenian. 


The sun was going down behind the

-UJboose full of amateur Indian fighters 
returned to the end of the track. Tak- 
ing Bowen as 
guide, -the 
sheriff 


scoured the hills, but found -no trace 
of the missing man. The storm in- 
creased with the darkness, and" the 
sheriff's posse was forced to return to 
camp. It were useless to put out again 
in the face of such a storm, and the

The sheriff called his deputies, and 


taking a half-dozen volunteers from 
Gartield camp, made sigu to the In- 
dian and followed her away into the 
wilderness of snow-hung pine and 
cedar. Now and then the squaw would 
pause to gpt her bearings. The snow 
had ceased falling and the stars were 
out. 
After tramping ior an hour or 


more, the Indian signed to the -sheriff 
to stay, and then disappeared into a 
cedar grove. 
Presently she returned 


and led them to the ed^v of a preri- 
picj.

They got 18,000 of them in 1897 from 


Kentucky. They are being shipped 
by Hel iienaker of Cynthiana, Ky.,

establishment of the kind in the West. 
On the Licking river, just above the 
town of Cynthiana, he has erected a 
large wooden building, 80 by 150 feet, 
and two stories high.

Adulterations of the Product* of Flour. 


With the products of flour, such as 


bread, buns, cake, macaroni, vermi- 
celli, etc., the adulteration, while 
more frequent, is likewise not very 
pronounced. Bread is said to be adul- 
terated with alum, sulphate of copper, 
ammonia, flours other than wheat, and 
inferior grade of flour. It is ques- 
tionable if these adulterations are 
practiced to any extent in the United 
States. In England and on the Conti- 
nent a number of cases are on record 
in which the above adulterations were 
found, and the offenders 'prosecuted. 


Where coloring principles are a de- 


sideratum, the adulteration of bread, 
cake, etc., while not frequent has been 
very marked. 
Possibly all of my 


hearers may remember the flagrant 
adulteration of buns and noodles with 
chrome yellow, which was brought so 
prominently to the notice of the Phil- 
adelphia community several years ago. 
Dr. Henry Leffmann at that time found 
eight grains of lead chromate in a 
pound of a sample of soup noodles, 
placed there to give an imitation egg 
color, and two grains of the same poi- 
son in each of the tea buns tested by 
him. Seventy-eight cases of lead poi- j 
soning were reported by Dr. Stewart 
from eating chrome yellow pound buns, ' 
sixty-four of which were directly 
traced to the use of chrome yellow by j 
two bakers, in the family of one of ! 
whom six deaths occurred, and he 
himself was made seriously ill.

sides this coloring, macaroni has been ,' 
found to contain saffron, turmenic 
> 


(which is considered 
injurious to 


health,) and Martin's pipe clay and ' 
kaolin have been found as adulterat- , 
ing constituents. —The Sanitarian.

Longest Fence in the World. 


The longest fence in the world is 


probably that which has just been fin- 
ished by the Erie Cattle company 
along the Mexican border.

miles in length and separates exactly, 
for its entire distance, the two repub- 
lics of North America. The fence T?as 
built to keep the cattle from ruaning 
across the border and falling easy 
prey to the Mexican cow punchers. Al- 
though it cost a great deal of money, 
it is esliuiated that cattle enough will 
be saved in one year to pay for it.

is a barbed wire fen<*e, with mesqnite 
and coiionwood poles, and for the en- 
tire length, of it runs as straight as a 
crow flies.

The new British warship Canopns, 


is so armed that in five minutes' con- 
secutive fire she is able to pour forth 
nine tons' weight of projectiles ahead 
or astern, without exposing her broad- 
side. But the great feature »f the 
vessel is her ram bow, which is placed 
much higher than in any other ship, 
being only seven or eight feet below 
the surface of the water. 
It is 


sheathed with a two-inch thickness of 
nickel-steel armor over the ordinary 
ironclad skin 


At present there are 5200 geese in 


this building in different stages of the 
fattening process. They are gathered 
from all parts of the state, and when 
they arrive they average in weight 
from four to eight pounds. They are 
first placed in the large yard in which 
the building is situated, where they 
are furnished an abundance of water, 
that they can clean themselves. With- 
in a few days they are placed in the 
house in the fattening pens. 
It re- 


quires four or five weeks' careful feed- 
ing to fatten the geese. 
The estab- 


lishment is provided with a steam 
corn mill and corn sheller. The corn 
is purchased from the farmers in the 
neighborhood and 
is 
shelled " and 


ground into meal. The cobs tun 
down a chute to the furnace and make 
enough fuel to run the machinery. 
The meal is mixed into a dough and 
in that form is fed to the geese. 


In an interview Mr. Kenaker gave 


the following interesting facts regard- 
ing geese, their habits and the man- 
ner in which they are marketed: 


"A goose is the cleanest fowl alive. 


I have been in the poultry business 
since 1871, have handled all kinds of 
domestic fowl, and have studied their 
habits closely. They are constantly 
at work keeping their feathers clean, 
and if furnished with plenty of water 
they are never seen except when fit 
for dress parade. They are equally as 
careful regarding their food. On one 
occasion we bought a lot of corn 
which had grown musty and the geese 
would not eat the dough made from 
it. Nor will they eat dough after it 
lias soured. 
On this account we have 


to be very careful to mix up no more 
dough than the geese will eat in a 
Jay. 


"Another thing peculiar about geese 


is that they eat a great deal more on 
some days than they do on others. 
For instance, it frequently requires 30 
or 40 buckets of dough a day to a 
given pen of geese. 
Then for a few 


ilays they will probably not eat more 
than a dozen buckets. 
When fur- 


nished plenty of water and wholesome 
food geese fatten rapidly and have no 
iisease, but unless they are afforded 
an opportunity to keep themselves 
3lean and furnished with pure food 
they die rapidly. 
They are sold by 


the pair and they average when fat 
from 14 to 38 pounds. 


"We sell our geese in only one 


market—New York city. They are 
shipped in poultry cars and are" fur- 
nished with an abundance of water 
and cornineal dough while they are on 
the way. The reason they are shipped 
alive is that Jews cannot purchase 
them after they are killed. In 1896 
we shipped abomt 12,000 geese to New 


I irork city, and in 1897 we handled 


j 18,000 of them. 
The capacity of our 


i house is about 5500. It requires three 
, men to attend the corn sheller and the 
! mill and to feed the geese. We have 
' waterworks connections and keep the 
' house clean by flooding the floors. 
, 
"No, I don't think there is another 


establishment of the kind in Ken- 


j tucky. There may be a few in 
the 


j West. 
I think that more geese are 


j raised in Kentucky than in any two of 
the Western states. You know our 
farmers are mostly descendants of 
Virginians and 
Marylanders, who 


settled here 100 years ago, and who 
raised their own geese to provide 


. feather beds for their families. This 


habit has been continued to the pres- 
ent generation and there are few farms 
—especially in the older-settled sec- 
tions of the state—on which there are 
no geese. Although the cotton mat- 
tress largely has taken the place of 
the feather bed, the wives of Kentucky 
farmers continue to raise geese as 
their mothers and grand mothers did 
before them. Thus it is that we are 
enabled to gather so many geese at 
this point. 


"Yes, the business is peculiar, but 


it has its fascinations. Geese have a 
threat deal more sense than they are 
given credit for. and they learn to 
know their attendants and seem to ap- 
preciate the care and attention they 
receive. 
We have several different 


breeds in Kentucky, of which tlie 
Hong Kong is tbe most popular. The 
old-fashiorei blue goose is quite nu- 
merous, and many of these have been 
crossed with wild geese, the wild birds 
straying away from their flocks during 


j periods of migration from the south 
• lothe north in the early spring."

Systematic Farming. 


George G. and J. Carroll Hamilton 


of Flat Creek,Bath county, are among 
the most extensive farmers in this 
section of the country, and they are 
also very successful. And why? Be- 
cause they go at it in a business-like 
manner. These gentlemen own and 
manage four large farms, one in this 
county, one in Bath, one in Ohio 
and one in Missouri. 
They employ 


Colonel Gumf, an expert bookkeeper, 
whose duty it is to keep an open ac- 
count with every field on each of 
these farms. 
Eeports are made to 


the colonel every day of the amount 
of work done in each field and every- 
thing in the way of cost to produce 
any article in these fields is charged 
up to it, just the same as a mer- 
chant would charge you with any 
article you 
might purchase 
from 


his store. So when the crop is sold 
they always know whether they have 
made or lost money. This is a system, 
we venture to say, very few farmers 
in Kentucky practice, and while most 
every farmer will admit that it is a 
good one, still very few of them will 
follow the example of these gentle- 
men. The trouble with a great many 
of our farmers these days is that they 
like to be in town too much. If they 
would stay at home except when they 
have business in town they would be 
better off. Now, we don't want our 
friends who are landowners to take 
offense at this, for we are interested 
in their success. When the farmers 
are successful everybody will prosper, 
and that is why we make the sugges- 
tion that they give their land more 
attention instead of sitting around 
on drygoods boxes in town whittl- 
ing sticks.—Mt. Sterling (Ky.) Sen- 
tinel Democrat.

the Indians, 


“Look here, Jack,” said McGuire, 
“ are you lying?” 


“ Honest Injun,” said Jack, 
“if 
there’s one there’s a million; and 
they’ve got Mickey tied to a stake. 
•We had become 
separated. 
I was 
standing on a precipice, looking for 
Mickey, when 1 saw the Indians sur­ 
round him.” 
Now, Jack Bowen hadli*ed so frequent­ 
ly and luminously to tho conductor 
that the latter was slow to believe this 
wild tale; but finally he was persuaded 
that it was true. 
Returning to Mays- 
ville with the engine, he gave the 
alarm, aud the sheriff of Chaffee 
county made Up a posse and set out 
in search of the brakeman. 


The sun was going down behind the 
range 
when the engine »and 
the 
'»¿aboose full of amateur Indian fighters 
returned to the end of the track. Tak­ 
ing Bowen as 
guide, >the 
sheriff 
scoured the hills, but found *no trace 
of the missing man. 
The storm in­ 
creased with the darkues3, 4and‘ the 
sheriff’s posse was forced to return to 
camp. It were useless to put out again 
in the face of such a storm, and the 
sheriff was about to return to Mays­ 
ville, when the old squaw, whom Mc- 
.Guire had helped uj) the hill, put her 
head in at the door of the way car and 
signaled McGuire to come out. 
»She 
could scarcely speak a word of Eng­ 
lish^ but, pulling at the conductor’# 
sleeve,she started as though she would 
lead h'm into the hills. 
As often as 
McGuire would stop the squaw would 
stop, 
He tried to persuade her into 
the car, but she would not. 
Now the 
sheriff* came out, and when he saw the 
signals of the squaw he guessed that 
she would lead them to the captive, 
and when McGuire had told how he 
had helped this Indian on her way up 
the hill in a storm, he knew thafc tho 
Indian was trying to l^jpay tho con­ 
ductor for his kindness. 
The unfor­ 
tunate brakeman, McGuire explained, 
had given the Indian tobacco and 
whiskey; therefore, she would not see 
him die without making an effort to 
save him. 


The sheriff called his deputies, and 
taking a half-dozen volunteers from 
Garlield camp, made sign to tho In­ 
dian and followed her away into the 
wilderness of snow-hung pine and 
cedar. Now and then the squaw would ^ 
pause tu get her bearings. 
The snow 
had ceased falling and the stars were 
out. 
After tramping for an hour or 
more, the Indian sigued to the sheriff’ 
to stay, and then disappeared into a 
cedar grove. 
Presently she returned 
and led them to the edge of a preci­ 
pice. 
Just below them, in a little 
basin, they could see a pine fire burn­ 
ing and Indians dancing in the light 
of it. fitting upon the snow hard by, 
they saw the brakeman with his fet­ 
tered hands over his knees and his 
head bent forward like a man nodding 
in a pew. 
The sheriff* asked the lu- 
dian to lead them on and she made 
sign that they must go far around for 
the bluff’ was steep, aud they followed 
iier. 
They had been a half hour out 
of sight of

always going down and down, so they 
knew now they must be near. 
When 


they had gone within 100 yards of the 
Indians,who had notheard them walk­

Taking hold of their 
coats she would pla°e a man on the 
right flank and another on the loft, 
until she had divided the sheriff’s 
posse. 
She then placed the sheriff at 
the head of one column and the con­ 
ductor,’ whom she regarded as a sort 
of captain, at the other, and then 
made sign to them to go forward, one 
half to the right and the other to the 
left. 
Then she mado it plain to them 
that sh& would have them surround 
the Indians, 
She brought her two 
bony hands together slowly, with the 
fingers spread out, 
and when they 
were quite together she closed her 
fists. 
So the sheriff made out she 
would have them steal upon the In­ 
dians and disarm them or awe them 
into'surrendering at the muzzles of 
their guns, and he gave instructions 
to tho men accordingly. 
Of course 
each individual must now use his 
judgment, and so the little band sur­ 
rounded the Indians. 


In the meantime the squaw stole 
into the camp and squatted near the 
fire. 
As the sheriff’s men closed in 
upon the Indians the squaw leaped to 
her feet and put out a hand as a signal 
for the band to be still. 
The Indians 
listened, but the sheriffs men seeing 
it all, stood still in the snow. 
Now 
the squaw spoke to the Indians, say­ 
ing that she had seen a great many 
soldiers coming down the hill that 
evening and giving it as her opinion 
that the camp would be surrounded 
and that if the Indians resisted they 
would all be killed. 
When she had 
succeeded in persuading them that it 
would be best to surrender in case the 
soldiers should come, she sat down 
again. 
This, the sheriff’ concluded, 
was a signal for the men to advance, 
and the posse moved forward. 
When 
they were quite near, the Indians were 
made aware of their presence by the 
snapping of a dry cedar bough, and 
the sheriff, knowing that delay would 
be dangerous, shouted to his posse to 
advance. 
At the sound of his voice 
the Indians sprang for their rifles, but 
when they had got them and got to 
their feet again, the sheriff’s posse, 
coming out of the woods from every 
direction, held the glittering steel 
barrels of their rifles in the glare of 
the campfire and the Indians laid down 
their arms. 


The brakemau, who had concluded 
that he was to be butchered or roasted, 
was almost wild with joy. 
When 
asked by the sheriff’why they held the 
brakeman, the leader said the white 
man was lost, they found him and 
were only waiting for daylight, when 
they would take him back to his peo­ 
ple and get “heap rum.”

A dulterations of th e P ro d u cts of F lo u r. 


With the products of flour, such as 
bread, buns, cake, macaroni, vermi­ 
celli, etc., the adulteration, while 
more frequent, is likewise not very 
pronounced. 
Bread is said to be adul­ 
terated with alum, sulphate of copper, 
ammonia, flours other than wheat, and 
inferior grade of flour. 
It is ques­ 
tionable if these adulterations are 
practiced to any extent in the United 
States. 
In England and on the Conti­ 
nent a number of cases are on record 
in which the above adulterations were 
found, and the offenders 'prosecuted. 


Where coloring principles are a de­ 
sideratum, the adulteration of bread, 
cake, etc., while not frequent has been 
very marked. 
Possibly all of my 
hearers may remember the flagrant 
adulteration of buns and noodles with 
chrome yellow, which was brought so 
prominently to the notice of the Phil­ 
adelphia community several years ago. 


| Dr. Henry Leffmann at that time found 
eight grains of lead chromate in a 
| pound of a sample of soup noodles, 
| placed there to give an imitation egg 
color, and two grains of the same poi­ 
son in each of the tea buns tested by 
him. 
Seventy-eight cases of lead poi­ 
soning were r e p o r t e d by Dr. Stewart 
from eating chrome yellow pound buns, 
sixty-four of which 
were directly 
traced to the use of chrome yellow by 
two bakers, in the family of one of 
whom* six deaths occurred, and he 
himself was made seriously ill. 
Be­ 
sides this coloring, macaroni has been 
i. found to contain saffron, turmenic 
(which is 
considered 
injurious to 
health,) and Martin’s pipe clay and 
kaolin have been found as adulterat­ 
ing constituents.—The Sanitarian, 


XiOngest Fence in tho W o rld . 


The longest fence in the world is 
probably that which has just been fin­ 
ished by the Erie Cattle company 
along tho Mexican border. 
It is 75 
miles in length and separates exactly, 
for its entire distance, the two repub­ 
lics of North America. 
The fence was 
built to keep the cattle from running 
across the border and falling easy 
prey to the Mexican cow punchers. A l­ 
though it cost a great deal of money, 
it is estimated that cattle enough will 
be saved in one year to pay for it. 
It 
is a barbed wire fence, with mesquite 
and cottonwood poles, and for the en­ 
tire length of it runs as straight as a 
crow flies. 


B ritis h W a rsh ip , 


The new British warship Canopus, 
is so armed that in five minutes* con­ 
secutive fire she is able to i^our forth 
nine tons’ weight of projectiles ahead 
or astern, without exposing her broad­ 
side. 
But the great feature «pf the 
vessel is her ram bow, which is placed 
much higher than in any other ship, 
being only seven or eight feet below 
the surface of the

sheathed with a two-inch thickness of 
nickel-steel armor over the ordinary

They got 18,000 of them in 1807 from 
Kentucky. 
They are being shipped 
by Sol Renaker of Cyntliiana, Ky., 
writes a Chicago Record correspond­ 
ent. 
Renaker has the most unique 
establishment of the kind in the West. 
On the Licking river, just above the 
town of Cyntliiana, he has erected a 
large wooden building, 80 by 150 feet, 
and two stories high. The floors slatrb 
gradually to a common centre, so that 
they can be flooded, and thus kept 
clean. 
There are troughs placed at 
convenient points to hold food for the 
geese. 


At present there are 5200 geese in 
this building in different stages of the 
fattening process. They are gathered 
from all parts of the state, and when 
they arrive they average in weight 
from four to eight pounds. 
They are 
first placed in the large yard in which 
the building is situated, where they 
are furnished an abundance of water, 
that they can clean themselves. With­ 
in a few days they are placed in the 
house in the fattening pens. 
It re­ 
quires four or five weeks’ careful feed­ 
ing to fatten the geese. 
The estab­ 
lishment is provided with a steam 
corn mill and corn shelter. 
The'corn 
is purchased from the farmers ill the 
neighborhood and is 
shelledr and 
ground into meal. 
The 
cobs ktun 
down a chute to the furnace and make 
enough fuel to run the machinery, 
Tlje meal is mixed into a dough and 
in that form is fed to the geese. 


In an interview Mr. Renaker gave 
the following interesting facts regard­ 
ing geese, their habits and the man­ 
ner in which they are marketed: 


“ A goose is the cleanest fowl alive. 


I have been in the poultry business 
since 1871, have handled all kinds of 
domestic fowl, and have studied their 
habits closely. 
They are constantly 
at work keeping their feathers clean, 
and if furnished with plenty of water 
they are never seen except when fit 
for dress parade. They are equally as 
careful regarding their food. 
On one 
occasion we bought a lot of corn 
which had grown musty and the geese 
would not eat the dough made from 
it. 
Nor will they eat dough after it 
has soured. 
On this account we have 
to be very careful to mix up no more 
dough than the geese will eat in a 
Jay. 


“ Another thing peculiar about geese 
is that they eat a great deal more on 
3ome days than they do on others. 
For instance, it frequently requires 30 
Dr 40 buckets of dough a day to a 
I given pen of geese. 
Then for a few 
days they will probably not eat more 
than a dozen buckets. 
When fur­ 
nished plenty of water and wholesome 
food geese fatten rapidly and have no 
disease, but unless they are afforded 
an opportunity to keep themselves 
Mean and furnished with pure food 
they die rapidly. 
They are sold by 
the pair and they average when fat 
from 14 to 38 pounds. 


“ We sell our geese in only one 
market—New York city. 
They are 
shipped in poultry cars and are fur­ 
nished with an abundance of water 
and cornmeal dough while they are on 
the way. The reason they are shipped 
alive is that Jews cannot purchase 
them after they are killed. 
In 18U6 
we shipped abont 12,000 geese to New 
York city, and in 1897 we handled 
18,000 of them. 
The capacity of our 
! house is about 5500. It requires three 
men to attend the corn sheller and the 
mill and to feed ihe geese. 
We have 
waterworks connections and keep the 
house clean by flooding the floors. 


“ No, I don’t think there is another 
establishment of the kind in Ken- 
; tacky. 
There may be a few in tho 
West. 
I think that more geese are 
I raised in Kentucky thau in any two of 
the Western states, 
You know our 
farmers are mostly descendants of 
Virginians 
and 
Marylanders, who 
settled hero 100 years ago, aud who 
raised their own geese to provide 
feather beds for their families. 
This 
habit has been continued to the pres­ 
ent generation aud there are few farms 
—especially in the older-settled sec­ 
tions of the state—on which there are 
no geese. 
Although the cotton mat­ 
tress largely has taken the place of 
the feather bed, the wives of Kentucky 
farmers continue to raise geese as 
their mothers and grandmothers did 
before them. 
Thus it is that we are 
enabled to gather so many geese at 
this point. 


“ Yes, the business is peculiar, but 
it has its fascinations. 
Geese have a 
great deal more sense than they are 
given credit for, and they learn to 
know their attendants and seem to ap­ 
preciate the care and attention they 
receive. 
We have several different 
breeds in Kentucky, of which the 
Hong Kong is the most popular. The 
old-fashioned blue goose is quite nu­ 
merous, and many of these have been 
crossed with wild geese, the wild birds 
straying away from their flocks during 
periods of migration from the south 
to the north in the early spring,”

CONSUMPTION 


VlTiparons Fish. 


A doubt that has troubled scientists 


for years—whether there exists a vivip- 
arous kind of fish, one that gires birth 
to its young in a living state—was defi- 
nitely staled m tbe aturmative the oth- 
er day when the City Hall fountain of 
the capital of Arizona Territory wag 
cleaned out. In turning the water out 
of the big cement basin, where a gold- 
fish variety of the carp family has long 
disported itself for the edification of 
the Phoenix nurse girl and the Mari- 
copa County hobo, it was found that 
man/ of the fish had given birth to 
prof«ny fully formed and ready to dart 
about in search of food at the moment 
of coming into their watery world. Oth- 
ers had given birth to tiny creatures 
that were globular in shape, except 
for the protruding eyes and a nascent 
tail fin, that could scarcely be seen 
without a strong glass. From all evi- 
dences. It was clear that the clean-up 
bad been made during the breeding 
season, yet there was no sign of fish 
roe or eggs. Many specimens of the 
strange youag fish were collected, and 
will be shipped to different experts, 
one lot going to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution.—Phoenix (Ariz.) Correspondent 
St. Ixniis Olobe-DemocraT.

The Central American explorer, 


George Byron Gonluu, contributes uu 
article entitled "The Mysterious City 
of Honduras," to the Century. This 
gives nu acn.mnt of the recent remark- 
able discoveries made at Copuu. Mr. 
Gordon says : 


Hidden away among the mountains 


of Honduras, in u beautiful valley 
which, even in that little-traveled 
country, where remoteness is a char- 
acteristic attribute of places, is unusu- 
ally secluded, Copan is one of the 
greatest mysteries of the ages. 
After 


the publication, in 1840, of Stephens' 
account of his visit to the ruins, which 
made them kuown for the first time to 
the world, the interest awakened by 
his graphic description, and the draw- 
ings that accompanied it from the 
skillful pencil of Catherwood, re- 
lapsed, and until within the last de- 
cade writers on the subject of Ameri- 
can archseology were dependent en- 
tirely for 
information 
concerning 


Copan upon the writings of Stephens, 
which were regarded by many with 
skepticism and mistrust. Not only do 
the recent explorations confirm the ac- 
count given by Stephens as regards 
the magnitude and importance of the 
ruins, but the collection of relics now 
in the Peabody museum is sufficient 
to convince the most skeptical that 
here are the remains of a city, un- 
known to history, as remarkable and 
as worthy of our careful consideration 
as any of the ancient centres of civili- 
zation in the Old World. 
"Whatever 


the origin of its people, this old city 
is distinctly American — the growth of 
American soil and environment. 
The 


gloomy forest, the abode of monkeys 
and jaguars, M-hich clothed the valley 
at the time of Stephens' visit, was in 
great part destroyed about thirty 
years ago by a colony from Guatemala, 
who came to plant in the fertile soil 
of the valley the tobacco for which, 
much more than for the ruins, that 
valley is famous throughout Central 
America today. They left the trees 
that grew upon the higher structures, 
forming a picturesque grove, a rem- 
nant of which still remains — a few 
cedars and oeibas of gigantic propor- 
tions, clustered about the ruins of the 
temples shrouding them in a sombre 
sliade, and sending their huge roots 
into the crevices a:id unexplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of 
the vast edifices. 


The area comprised within the limits 


of the old city consists of a level plain 
seven or eight miles long and two 
miles wide at the greatest. This plain 
is covered with the remains of stone 
houses, doubtless the habitations of 
the wealthy. The streets, squares and 
courtyards were paved with stone or 
with white cement made from lime 
and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered 
canals and underground sewers built 
of stone and cement. On the slopes 
of the mountains, too, are found nu- 
merous ruins, and even on the high- 
est peaks fallen columns and ruined 
structures may be seen. 


On the right bank of the Copnn 


river, in the midst of the city, stands 
the principal group of structures — the 
temples, palaces and buildings of a 
public character. These form part of 
what has been called, for want of a 
better name, the Main Structure — a 
vast, irregular pile, rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of masonry 
and terminating in several great pyra- 
midal elevations, each topped by the 
remains of a temple which, before our 
excavations begun, looked like a huge 
pile of fragments bound together by 
the roots of trees, while the slopes of 
the pyramids and the ten aces and 
pavements below are strewn with the 
ruins of these superb edifices. This 
huge structure, unlike the great pyra- 
mids of Egypt and other works of a 
similar character, is not the embodi- 
ment of a definite idea, built in accor- 
dance with a preconceived plan, and 
fora specific purpose, but is rather the 
complex result of a long process of de- 
velopment, 
corresponding to 
the 


growth of culture and keeping pace 
with the expanding tastes of the peo- 
ple or the demands of their national 
life. Its bides face the four cardinal 
points; its greatest length from north 
to south is about eight hundred feet. 
and from east to west h measured 
originally nearly as luiich. but a part 
of the eastern side iaa^ Wen can ie-1 
away by the swift cnrroui <»f the river 
which flows directly against it. 
The 


interior of the siniot»ue is thus ex- 
posed in Hie form of a

down has not yot been determined. 
If, uu I am inclined to believe, w« 
shall find, away down in the lowei 
levels, ihe rude beginnings from whicb 
the culture of the laler period devel- 
oped, \ve .shall have pretty conclusive 
evidence not only that Copan is tin 
oldest of the Maya cities, but that the 
Copan valley itself, with tlie immedi- 
ate vicinity, was the cradle of th« 
Mayu civilization. 


Art of Climbing Stain*. 


One of America's leading physicians 


is quoted as saying that few people 
understand the art of climbing stair- 
ways without making themselves tired 
before reaching the top. 
Saj-s our in- 


formant on this subject: 


"Usually a person will tread on the 


ball of his foot in taking each step. 
This is very tiresome and wearing on 
the muscles, as it throws the entire 
weight of the body on the muscles of 
the legs and feet. 
You should, in 


walking or climbing stairs, seek for 
the most equal distribution of the 
body's weight possible. la 
walking 


upstairs your ieet should be placed 
squarely 'down on the step, heel and 
all, and then the work should be per- 
formed slowly and deliberately. 
In 


this way there is no strain upon any 
particular muscle, but each one is do- 
ing its duty in a natural manner. The 
man who goes uustairs with a spring 
you may be sure is no philosopher, or, 
at least, his reasoning has not been 
directed to thai subject. 
The doctor 


might have gone a little further in the 
same line, and protested against the 
habit which many persons have of 
bending over halt' double whenever 
they ascend a flight of stairs. In ex- 
ertion of this kind, when the heart is 
naturally excited to more rapid action, 
it is desirable that the lungs should 
have full play. 
But the crouchingpo- 


sitioii interferes with their action, the 
blood is imperfectly aerated, and there 
is trouble right away. 
Give the lungs 


a chance to do their work' everywhere 
and at all times." 


American Colleges.

educational institutions in the "United

But the 
operation became a little more trouble­ 
some when the name was a very com­ 
monplace one, sueb as Durand, Itog- 
nault or Dupont. 
In that case 
the 
name of ii town or a political division 
was added, and the gentleman called 
himself Dupont de l'Eure or de Nem­ 
ours; Regnault de Saint-Jean d’An- 
geuly; Durand de Romorantin, and so 
forth.

OLDEST AMERICAN CITY. 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERIES RECENT« 
LY MADE AT COPAN. 


Tlio M ysterious City of H o n d u ra s, tho 


Cradle of Maya. Civilization 
Kom uins 


of G reat T em ples an d P alaces - A H uge 
S tru ctu re 800 F eet High» 
Tho Central 
American oxplorpr, 
George Byron Gordon, contributes an 
article entitled “ The Mysterious City 
of H onduras/' to the Century. 
This 
gives nu account of the recent remark­ 
able discoveries made at Copau, Mr. 
Gordon say s: 


Hidden away among the mountains 
of Honduras, in a beautiful valley 
which, 
even in that little-traveled 
country, where remoteness is a char­ 
acteristic attribute of places, is unusu­ 
ally secluded, Copan is ono of the 
greatest mysteries of the ages. After 
the publication, in 1840, of Stephens* 
account of his visit to the ruins,which 
made them kuown for the first time to 
the world, the interest awakened by 
his graphic description, and the draw­ 
ings that accompanied it from the 
skillful pencil 
of Catherwood, re­ 
lapsed, and until within the last de­ 
cade writers on the subject of Ameri­ 
can archieology were dependent en­ 
tirely for 
information 
concerning 
Copan upon the writings of Stephens, 
which were regarded by many with 
skepticism and mistrust. Not only do 
the recent explorations confirm the ac­ 
count given by Stephens as regards 
the magnitude and importance of the 
ruins, but the collection of relics now 
in the Peabody museum is sufficient 
to convince the most skeptical that 
here are tlie remains of a city, un­ 
known to history, as remarkable and 
as worthy of our careful consideration 
as any of the ancient centres of civili­ 
zation in the Old World. 
Whatever 
the origin of its people, this old city 
is distinctly American — tho growth of 
American soil and environment. 
The 
gloomy forest, the abode of monkeys 
and jaguars, which clothed the valley 
at the time of Stephens’ visit, was in 
great part 
destroyed about thirty 
years ago by a colony from Guatemala, 
who came to plant 111 tho fertile soil 
of the valley the tobacco for which, 
much more than for the ruins, that 
valley is famous throughout Central 
America today. 
They left the trees 
that grew upon the higher structures, 
forming a picturesque grove, a rem­ 
nant of which still remains -a few 
cedars and oeibas of gigantic propor­ 
tions, clustered about the ruins of the 
temples shrouding them in a sombre 
shade, and sending their huge roots 
into the crevices 
and 
unexplored ( 
chambers and vaults and galleries of 
the vast edifices. 


The area comprised within the limits 
of the old city consists of a level plain 
seven or eight miles long aud two 
miles wide at the greatest. This plain 
is covered with the remains of stone 
houses, doubtless the habitations of 
the wealthy. The streets, squares and 
courtyards were paved with stone or 
with white cement made from lime 
and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered 
canals and underground sewers built 
of stone and cement. 
On the slopes 
«■» 


of the mountains, too, are found nu­ 
merous ruins, and even on the high­ 
est peaks fallen columns and ruined 
structures may be seen. 


On the right bank of the Copan 
river, in the midst of the city, stands 
the principal group of structures—tho 
temples, . palaces and buildings of a 
public character. 
These form part of 
what has been called, for want of a 
better name, the Main Structure—a 
vast, 
irregular pile, rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of masonry 
and terminating iu several great pyra- : 
midal elevations, each topped by the 1 
remains of a temple which, before our ; 
excavations begun, looked like a huge I 
pile of fragments bound together by 
the roots of trees, while the slopes of 
the pyramids and the ten aces and 
pavements below are strewn with the 
ruins of these superb edifices. 
This 
huge structure, unlike the great pyra­ 
mids of Egypt and other works of a 
similar character, is not the embodi­ 
ment of a definite idea, built in accor­ 
dance with a preconceivcd plan and 
for a specific purpose, but is rather the 
complex result of a long process of de­ 
velopment, 
corresponding to 
the 
growth of culture aud keeping pace 
with the expanding tastes of the peo­ 
ple or the demands of their national 
life. 
Its sides face tho four cardinal 
points; its greatest length from north 
to south is about eight hundred feet, 
and from east to west ii measured 
originally nearly as much, but a part 
of the eastern side has been carried 
away by the swift current of the river 
which iiow8 directly against it. 
The 
interior of the structure is thus ex­ 
posed in the form of a dill* one h u n ­ 
dred and twenty feet 
presenting 
a complicated system of buried walls j 
and Hoors down to the water’s edge- 
doubtless the remains of older build­ 
ings, occupied for a time, and aban­ 
doned to serve as foundations for more 
elaborate structures, 
but sculptured 
monuments as well, 
The 
theory I 
of development, though it cannot be } 
set aside, seems inadequate to explain - 
this curious circumstance; and yet 
there is just enough difference between 
these art relics and those of later 
date to indicate a change in style and 
treatment. Whether or not this change 
continues in regular sequence lower 


down has not vot been determined. 
If, as I am inclined to believe, w« 
shall find, away down in the lowet 
levels, the rude beginnings from which 
the culture of the lat6r period dovel* 
oped, we shall have pretty conclusive 
evidence not only that Copan is tli6 
oldest of the Maya cities, but that tho 
Copan valloy itself* with tho immedi­ 
ate vicinity, was tho cradle of the 
Maya civilization. 


A rt of C lim bing Stairs. 


One of America’s leading physicians 
is quoted as saying that few people 
understand the art of climbing stair­ 
ways without making themselves tired 
before reaching tho top. 
Says our in­ 
formant on this subject: 


“ Usually a person will tread on the 
ball of his" foot in taking each step. 
This is very tiresome and wearing on 
the muscles, as it throws the entire 
weight of the body on the muscles of 
the legs and feet. 
You should* in 
walking or climbing stairs, seek for 
the most equal distribution of the 
body's weight possible. 
In walking 
upstairs your ieet should be placed 
squarely down on the step, heel and 
all, and then the work should be per­ 
formed slowly and deliberately. 
In 
this way there is no strain upon any 
particular muscle, but each one is do­ 
ing its duty in a natural manner. The 
man who goes upstairs with a spring 
you may bo sure is no philosopher, or, 
at least, his reasoning has not been 
directed to that subject. 
The doctor 
might liavo gone a little further in the 
same line, and protested against the 
habit which many persons have of 
bending over half double whenever 
thev ascend a flight of stairs. 
In ex- 
■ 
* 
t 
ertion of this kind, when the heart is 
naturally excited to more rapid action, 
it is desirable that the lungs should 
have full play. 
But the crouchingpo- 
sition interferes with their action, 'the 
blood is imperfectly aerated, and there 
is trouble right away. 
Give the lungs 
a chance to do their work everywhere 
and at all times.”

An electric lamp and camera havi 
been invented for photographing th< 
interior of the stomach. The inventioi 
is intended to assist in diagnosing ob 
scure ailments, such as cancer of tin 
stomach, and render laparotomy um 
necessary. A perfect picture of thi 
pyloric mucous membrane is said to 
have been obtained. 


The camera is actually Introduced 
into the stomach and exposed for fronj 
five to eight seconds, the light for pho< 
tographing being supplied by a small 
Incandescent lamp attached to it. No 
narcotics aro required, as there Is no 
pain connected with the operation. In 
early cases anesthesia was tiled, but 
the movement of the stomach which 
occurs Jn deep anesthesia blurred the 
picture. 


When the camera is introduced the 
patient holds his breath, which he can 
easily do for the short time of the ex­ 
posure. b y this means the movement 
of the membrane Is prevented. 
The 
electric light, which is detachable, may 
first be Introduced in order that an out­ 
line of the stomach be made externaljy 
on the abdomen, and at the same time 
the required length of tubing from the 
teeth of the focal point pan be $&ter* 
m iM d- !

It Is Believed to Repudiate British 


Claims of Suzerainty. 


Re BaywThat the Government Ha* Re- 


plied to Gieat Britain'* Dispatch, 
and Ueolaroa That "We Shall Know 
We Are a Government." 
Pretoria, March 16.—A widespread 


Sensation has been caused by the decla- 
ration of former Chief Justice Kolze 
that when the case of Mr. Brown, the 
American engineer, with claims against 
the Transvaal government pending in 
the courts, was awaiting judgment, 
subsequently given in his facor, Presi- 
dent Kruger, in an interview with him 
(Judge Kolze) threatened him with 
dismissal unless he obeyed the volks- 
raad resolution. 


At a special session of the volksraad 


yesterday President Kruger declared 
Judge KoJze's statement false, 
and 


•said: "The devil himself never spoke 
a greater lie." 


Having given his version of the mat- 


ter President Kruger, turning to the 
political situation, said that people were 
jealous of the country's independence 
and the progress it was making. No 
one knew what was going to happen, 
but they must stand together. The 
government, he declared, had replied 
to the British dispatch, and the reply 
would be published directly. He knew 
that it had reached the hands of Mr. 
Chamberlain. 


President 
Kruger 
concluded 
his 


epeech by exclaiming: "We shall show 
that we are a government." 


His declarations left the impression 
that the government's reply denies the 
British claims of suzerainty. 


Judge Kolze has published his notes 


supporting his statement as to the in- 
terview with President Kruger. 
He 


declares that he regards himself as 
still the chief justice of the supreme 
court until properly tried. He will first 
appeal to the people for redress, and if 
that fails him, he says, he is bound 
to prosecute his rights in other quar- ' 
tens and to appeal to the queen's gov- ' 
eminent.

•ubsequently given in his facor, Presi­ 
dent Kruger, in an interview with him 
(Judge Kolze) threatened 
him 
with 
dismissal unless he obeyed the volks- 
raad resolution. 


At a special session of the volksraad 
yesterday President K ruger declared 
Judge Kolze’s statem ent 
false, 
and 
.»aid: 
"The devil himself never spoke 
« greater lie/* 


Having given his version of the m at­ 
te r President Kruger, turning to the 
political situation, said that people were 
jealous of the country’s independence 
and the progress it was making. 
No 
one knew what was going to happen, 
but they m ust stand together. 
The 
government, he declared, had replied 
to the British dispatch, and the reply 
would be published directly. He know 
that it had reached the hands of Mr. i 
Chamberlain. 


President 
K ruger 
concluded 
his 
«peech by exclaiming: "We shall show j 
th a t we are a government.” 


His declarations left the impression 
that the government's reply denies the 
British claims of suzerainty. 


Judge Kolze has published his notes 
supporting his statem ent as to the in­ 
terview with President Kruger. 
He 
declares that he regards himself as 
still the chief justice of the supreme 
court until properly tried. He will first 
appeal to the people for redress, and if 
th a t fails him, he says, he is bound 
to prosecute his rights in othei* quar­ 
ters and to appeal to the queen’s gov­ 
ernment.

"Old John L. Helm," said the sen- 
ator, *'was a famous character in Ken- 
tucky. 
He was, if I remember right- 
ly, a governor of the state, but at any 
rata his position was a most prominent 
one. 
When the civil war came on 
Helm was a rabid secessionist. 
Pie 
could not praise the South too highly 
and could 
not 
heap enough 
abuse 
u25on the North. 
He Avas too old to 
go into the Avar with his sons and re- 
mained at home, doing all he conld to 
help the confederate cause and harass 
the Yankees who invaded the state. 
Finally he became so obstrej^erous that 
the federal general who Avas in com- 
mand near Helm's home put him in 
prisou. 
The old man's age, the high 
position 
which he occupied in tae 
state, his wide connection aud espe- 
cially his inability to do anj»" harm, 
were all ¡jleaded in his extenuation, 
and he was released. Instead of prolit- 
ing by the warning, the old man be- 
came more persistent than ever in his 
course. 
Once more he was 
clapped 
into jail.

ELECTRIC LIGHT AND EYESIGHT. 


Onty Kiitl liliio Kye» Aro Most Succoptt* 
bio to Injurious Kffoot. 


One effect of the advent of the X 
ray has boeiu to direct closer attention 
to the influence of the electric light 
on the eyesight. 
It has recently been 
stated, says the Pittsburg Dispatch, 
that sailors suffer much in their eye- 
sight from the brilliant electric lights 
used on shipboard. 
Gray aud blue 
eyes are the most subject to injury, 
not being heavily charged Avith pig- 
meuts. The men Avho AVork the search- 
lights already Avear dark blue glasses, 
but it is found that these ouly miti- 
gate the intensity of the light, and do 
not absorb the source of tüe trouble, 
the ultra-violet rays. 
These 
rays, 
hoAvever, can be intercepted by gog- 
gles or screens of uranium or yelloAV 
glass, and Avith these,it is uuderstood, 
the sailors of the French navy are soon 
to bo ijrovided. 


Another interesting case bearing on 
this subject is reported from a British 
Avarship. 
It seems that t\^'o stokers 
on the ship, having a little spare time, 
became engrossed in the operation of 
an electric drill, Avhich "was burning 
out holes in a hardened steel plate. 
Both men declared they only Avatched 
the arc for about three minutes,and at 
the time felt no ill effects, except that all 
objects appeared to be of a deep gold 
color. 
At night, however, both men 
Avere aroused by intense pain and par- 
tial blindness for the time beiug, but 
both recovered quickly after treatment. 
The electric drill acts by fusing a hole 
through the steel, and the intensity of 
the light is greatly increased by the 
rays of light throAvn off by the molten 
metal. 
The fact, too, that the Avork 
is carried on chiefly in the daylight is 
apt to deceiA'e the casual onlooker as 
to the degree of brilliancy of the light, 
and it is not until the after effects be- 
gin to assert themselves that he is 
aware of anything out of the common. 
Dark glasses are now used by all the 
men on the electric drilling shifts. 
A 
singular feature of this affection is that 
it is analagousto SUOAV or desert blind- 
ness, and, as in them, the pernicious 
effects of the electric light are proba- 
bly due to the ultra violet rays of the 
spectrum. 


Cuncllo Fish—Food» Medicino and Light 


iu Alaska, 


With the discoA'ery of the Klondike, 
Avith all its Avinter privations, 
comes 
also the practical discovery of a lish 
found along the Alaskan shores Avhich 
it is said Avill furnish food, light, heat 
and medicine to the prospectors 
Avho 
have gone into the neAv El Dorado. 
This fish is of the smelt A^ariety, but 
larger and fatter. 
They are caught in 
nets easily, aud on being caught, are 
found to be of a rich green color on 
the back variegated 
Avith blue, and 
Avith golden reflections on the 
belly. 
On being caught these fish are dried 
aud stored. 
When the Alaskan is 
snoAved in and Avithout a light, he sim- 
ply iuserts the tail of one of these fish 
in a crack in the table and touches a 
match to its nose. 
It gives out a clear 
three-candle power light. 
The back- 
bone is largely formed of phosphorus, 
Avhich not only causes it to ignite 
easily, 
but 
also 
accounts 
for the 
strength of the flame and heat devel- 
oped. 
The 
substance of the 
fish, 
largely fat, retards the rapid burning as 
the talloAV acts in an ordinary candle. 
The fish is also valuable as food. Still 
another use to Avhich it may be put is 
as a substitute for cod-liver oil, which, 
aiding the natural heat of the body, 
serves to i^rotect against the severe 
cold.

Many people do business, and con- 
duct their relations with men, on the 
idea that as long as they violate no law 
of the land they are justified in doing 
as t!iey please, no matter who or what 
nuay be overturned in the exemplifica- 
tion of this plan. 
That they can evade 
contracts, plead non-responsibility,and 
play the skm game generally, just so 
they are not caught within the meshes 
of the law, and at the same time be 
men of honesty and honor, and occupy 
deservedly 
high positions in chutch 
and society. 


Such men generally succeed in the 
world, because, success at any cost, is 
their goal. 
They succeed because they 
make a study of just how close they can 
come to ihe line between legal rascal- 
ity and illegal rascality, and reach over 
and seize victims from among those 
think only of honor and fair dealing, ir- 
respective of civil law and its technic- 
alities. It is not a difficult matter tor 
the average man to succeed, if he 
measures success in dollars and 
cents, 
providing he casts all conscientious 
scruples aside, and makes a study of 
how to play shaip, just out of reach of 
the law. 


This sort of business often passes for 
shrewdness and business ability, but the 
man of strict integrity and real honesty 
knows It by another, and less euphoni- 
ous, title. It is not criminal to l ^ self- 
ish, but selfishness leads to crimmality, 
ntvertheless; and, it is just as true, that 
morally right people ought to watch the 
man who measures his honesty by his 
legal responsibility, because he who 
needs law to keep him honest, certainly 
needs watching—and they are legion.

sheriff's posse was forced to return to 
camp. It were useless to put out again 
in the face of such a storm, aud the 
BheriiY was about to return to 
Mays- 
ville, when the old squaw, whom Mc- 
.Guire had helped up the hill, put her 
head in a-t the door of the way car and 
signaled McGuire to come out. 
She 
could scarcely speak a word of 
Eng- 
lish^ but, pulling at the 
conducLor'^i 
Bleeve,3he started as though she would 
lead h'lii into tho hills. 
As often as 
McGuire would stop the squaw would 
stop. 
He tried to persuade her into 
the car, but she would not. 
Now the 
sheriff came out, and when he saw the 
signals of the aquaw he guessed that 
she would lead them to the caplivo, 
and when McGuire had told how he 
bad helped this Indian on her way up 
the hill in a storm, he know thai tho 
Indian was trying to J^pay tho con- 
ductor for his kindness. 
The unfor- 
tunate brakeman, Mcihiire explained, 
bad given 
the Indian tobacco and 
'^vhiskey; therefore, she would uot see 
liim die without making an effort to 
save him. 


The sheriff called his deputies, and 
taking a half-doijen volunteers from 
Garlield camp, made sign 
to tho In- 
dian and followed her away into the 
wilderness of 
snow-hung pine and 
cedar. Now and tJienthe squaw Avould 
pause tu get her bearings. 
The snow 
had ceased falling and the stars were 
out. 
After tramping lor an liour or 
more, the Indian sijiued to the sheriff' 
to stay, and then 
disappeared into a 
cedar grove. 
Presently she returned 
and led them to the edge of a preci- 
pice. 
Just below them, 
in a little 
basin, they could see a pine lire burn- 
jug and Indians dancing in the light 
of it. Witting upon the snow hard by, 
they saw the brakeman with his fet- 
tered hands over his knees and his 
head bent forward like a man nodding 
in a j;ew. 
The sheriff' asked the In- 
dian to lead them' on and she made 
sign that they must go far around for 
the bluff'was steej}, aud they fallowed 
iier. 
They had been a half hour out 
of sight 
of 
the Indian 
cami;, but 
always going down and down, so they 
knew now they must be near, 
When 


they had gone within 100 yards of the 
Indians,who had notheavd them walk- 
ing upon tho mufllod 
earth, they 
stopped to discuss the work that was 
before them. 
The Indian, puttiug her 
hand on tho sherifl 's rifle pushed it to 
tho ground and shook her head, mean- 
ing that she would not have them kill 
tho Indians, whom they outnumbered 
two to one. 
The sheriff was at a loss 
to understand how he was to capture 
thifi band without firiufr, for ho had no 
doubt tho Indians would fire upon him 
tho momont they caught sight of him. 
But the squaw was equal to the emer- 
gency, 
iShe began to form the men 
in two lines. 
IViking hold of 
their 
coats she would pla^e a man on the 
right flank and another on the left, 
until she had 
divided the sheriff's 
posse. 
She then placed tho sheriff at 
the head of one column and the con- 
ductor,' M'hom she regarded as a sort 
of captain, at the other, and then 
made sign to them to go forwai'd, one 
half to the right and the other to the 
left. 
Then she mado it plain to them 
that sh^ would have them siUTOund 
the Indiana, 
She brought her two 
bony hands together slowly, with the 
fingers spread out, 
aud when they 
were quite together 
she closed her 
fists. 
So the sheriff made out she 
would have them steal 
u i d o u the In- 
dians and disarm them or awe them 
into\surrendering at the muzzles of 
their guns, and he gave instructions 
to the men accordingly. 
Of 
course 
each individual must now use his 
judgment, and so the little band sur- 
rounded the Indians. 


In the meantime the squaw stole 
into the camp and squatted near the. 
fire. 
As the sheriff's men closed in 
upon the Indians the squaw leaped to 
her feet and put out a hand as a signal 
for the band to be still. 
The Indians 
listened, but the sheriffs men 
seeing 
it all, stood still in the snow. 
Now 
the squaw spoke to tho Indians, say- 
ing that she had seen a great 
many 
soldiers coming down the hill that 
evening and giving it as her opinion 
that the camp would be surrounded 
and that if the Indians resisted they 
would all be killed. 
When she had 
succeeded in persuading them that it 
would be best to surrender in case the 
soldiers should come, she sat down 
again. 
This, the sheriff' concluded, 
was a signal for the men to advance, 
and the posse moved forward. 
When 
they were quite near, the Indians were 
made aware of their presence by the 
snapping of a dry cedar bough, and 
the sheriff, knowing that delay would 
be dangerous, shouted to his jjosse to 
advance. 
At tho sound of his voice 
the Indians sprang for their rifles, but 
when they had got them aud got to 
thoir feet again, the sheriff's posse, 
coming out of the woods from every 
direction, held the glittering 
steel 
barrels of their rifles in tho glare of 
the campflre and the Indians laid down 
their arms. 


The brakemau, who had concluded 
that he was to be butchered or roasted, 
was almost wild with joy. 
When 
asked by the sheriff why they held the 
brakeman, the leader said the white 
man was lost, 
they found him and 
Avere only waiting for daylight, when 
they Avould take him back to his peo- 
ple and get ''heap rum." 
The sheriff* 
pointed to the white man's fettered 
hands aud asked the Indian to explain, 
and the Indian said that tho man was 
'*heap mad," and they were afraid 
that if they left his hands ^ loose he 
would take their guns and kill them 
while they slept, and if they left his 
feet unfettered he would Avander away 
in the storm and be lost. 


After consulting the conductor and 
the more important members of the 
posse, the sheriff concluded, as it was 
manifest that the Indians were only 
holding the brakeman for ransom,that 
he would allow them to go their way, 
after exacting a promise that they 
would return at once to their reserva- 
tion on the other side of the range.

Adulterations of tlie Products of Flour. 


With the products of flour, such as 
bread, buns, cake, macaroni, vermi- 
celli, etc., the 
adulteration, 
while 
more frequent, is likewise not very 
prono\iuced. 
Bread is said to be adul- 
terated with alum, sulphate of copper, 
ammonia, flours other than -wheat, and 
inferior grade of 
flour. 
It is ques- 
tionable if 
these adulterations are 
practiced to any extent in the United 
States. 
In England and on the Conti- 
nent a number of cases are on record 
in which the above adulterations were 
found, and the offenders 'prosecuted. 


Where coloring in-inciples are a de- 
sideratum, the adulteration of bread, 
cake, etc., while not frequent has been 
very marked. 
Possibly all of 
my 
hearers may remember the 
flagrant 
adulteration of buns and noodles with 
chrome yellow, which was brought so 
prominently to the notice of the Phil- 
adelphia community several years ago. 
Dr. Henry Leffmann at that time found 
eight grains of lead chromate in a 
pound of a sample of soup noodles, 
placed there to give an imitation egg 
color, and two grains of the same poi- 
son in each of the tea buns tested by 
him. 
Seventy-eight cases of lead poi- 
soning M'ere reported by Di*. Stewart 
from eating chrome yellow pound buns, 
sixty-four of 
which 
were 
directly 
traced to the use of chrome yellow by 
two bakers, in the family of one of 
whom six deaths 
occurred, and he 
himself was made seriously ill. 
Be- 
sides this coloring, macaroni has been, 
found to contain 
saffron, turmenic 
(which is 
considered 
injurious to 
health,) and Martin's pipe clay and 
kaolin have been found as adulterat- 
ing constituents,—The Sanitarian. 


T-ongest Fiiiico in tho WorUl, 


The longest fence in the Avorld is 
probably that which has just been fin- 
ished by the Erie 
(Jattle 
company 
along the Mexican border. 
It is 75 
miles in length and separates exactly, 
for its entire distance, the two repub- 
lics of North America. 
The fence was 
, built to keep the cattle from running 
'across the border and falling easy 
prey to the Mexican cow punchers. Al- 
though it cost a great deal of money, 
it is estimated that cattle enough will 
be saved in one year to pay for it, 
it 
is a barbed wire fence, with mesquite 
and cottuuwood poles, and for the en- 
tire length of it runs as straight as a 
crow flies, 


Jiritish Wai'Bliip. 


The new British warship Canopus, 
is so armed that in live minutes' con- 
secutive fire she is able to pour forth 
nine tons' -weight of projectiles ahead 
or astern, without exposing her broad- 
side. 
But the great feature 'pf the 
vessel is her ram bow, which is placed 
much higher than in any other ship,

''Where do tho thousands of He- 
bi'ows in New York city get their fat 
geeae^ " 


They gotlS,nOOof them iniaOTfrom 
Kentucky. 
They are being shipped 
by Sol Eenaker of Oynthiana, Ky,, 
writes a Chicago Record correspond- 
ent. 
Ronaker has the most unique 
establishment of the kind in the West. 
On the Licking river, just above the 
town of Cynthiana, he has erected a 
large a v o o c I o u building, 80 by 150 feet, 
aud two stories high. The floors slairii 
gradually to a common centre, so that 
they can be flooded, and thus 
kept 
clean. 
There are troughs placed at 
convenient points to hold food for the 
geese. 


At present there are 5200 geese in 
this building in different stages of the 
fattening in-ocess. They are gathered 
from all parts of the state, and when 
they arrive they average in weight 
from four to eight pounds. 
They are 
first placed in the large yard in which 
the building is situated, where they 
are furnished an abundance of water, 
that they can clean themselves. With- 
in a few days they are placed in the 
house in the fattening pens. 
It 
re- 
quires four or five weeks' careful feed- 
ing to fatten the geese. 
The 
estab- 
lishment is i^rovided Avith a Qteam 
corn mill and corn sheller. 
The'corn 
is purchased from the farmers iii the 
neighborhood 
and 
is 
shelled • and 
ground into meal. 
The 
cobs ^tun 
down a chute to the furnace and make 
enough fuel to run tho 
machinery, 
Tl]e meal is mixed into a dough and 
in that form is fed to the geese. 


In an interview Mr. Henaker gave 
the following interesting facts regard- 
ing geese, their habits and the man- 
ner in which they are marketed: 


''A goose is the cleanest fowl alive. 
I have been in the poultry business 
since 1871, have handled all kinds of 
domestic fowl, and have studied their 
habits closely. 
They are constantly 
at work keeping their feathers clean, 
and if furnished with plenty of water 
they are never seen except when 
fit 
for dress parade. They are equally as 
careful regarding their food. 
On one 
occasion we bought 
a lot of corn 
which had grown musty and the geese 
would not eat the dough made from 
It. 
Nor will they eat dough after it 
has soured. 
On this account we have 
to be very careful to mix up no more 
dough than the geese will eat in a 
:lay. 


''Another thing peculiar about geese 
is that they eat a great deal more on 
3ome days than they do on others. 
For instance, it frequently requires 30 
or 40 buckets of dough a day to a 
given pen of geese. 
Then for a few 
ilays they will probably not eat more 
than a dozen buckets. 
When fur- 
nished plenty of water and wholesome 
food geese fatten rapidly and have no 
iisease, but unless they are aflbrded 
an opportunity to keep 
themselves 
3lean and furnished with pure food 
they die rapidly. 
They are sold by 
the pair aud they average Avhen fat 
from 14 to 38 pounds, 


**We sell our geese in only one 
market—New York cit3\ 
They are 
shipped in poultry cars and are fur- 
nished with an abundance of water 
and cornmeal dough while they are on 
the way. The reason they are shipped 
alive is that Jews cannot ¡purchase 
them after they are killed. 
In 18yt5 
we shii)ped abont 12,000 geese to New 
York city, and in 1897 we handled 
18,000 of them. 
The capacity of our 
house is about 5500. It reipiires three 
men to attend the corn sheller and the 
mill and to feed the geese. 
We have 
rt'aterworks 
connections and keep the 
house clean by flooding the floors. 


''No, I donH think there is another 
establishment of the kind in Ken- 
tucky. 
There may be a few in 
tho 
West. 
I think that more geese are 
raised in Kentucky than in any two of 
the Western states. 
You kiiow^ our 
farmers are mostly descendants of 
Vij'ginians 
and 
Marylanders, 
who 
settled hero 100 years ago, find who 
raised their own geese to provide 
feather beds for their families. 
This 
Imbit has been continued to the pres- 
ent generation and there are fewfurjns 
-especially in the older-settled sec- 
tions of the state—on Avhich there are 
no geese. 
Although the cotton mat- 
tress largely has taken the place of 
the feather bed, the wives of Kentucky 
farmers continue to raise geese as 
their mothers and grandmothers did 
before them. 
Thus it is that we are 
enabled to gather so many geese at 
this point. 


''Yes, the business is peculiar, but 
it has its fascinations. 
Geese have a 
great deal more sense than they are 
given credit for, and they learn to 
know their attendants and seem to ap- 
preciate the care and attention they 
receive. 
We have several different 
breeds in Kentucky, of which the 
Hong Kong is the most jjopular. The 
old-fashioned blue goose is quite nu- 
merous, aud many of these have been 
crossed with wild geese, the wild birds 
straying away from their flocks during 
jjeriods of migration from the south 
to the north in the early spring,"

Colonel Gumf, an expert bookkeeper, 
whose djiity it is to keep an open ac- 
count with every field on each of 
these farms. 
Heports are made 
to 
the colonel every day of the amount 
of work done in each Held and every- 
thing in the way of cost to jn'oduce 
any article in these fields is charged 
up to it, just the 
same as a mer- 
chant would charge you with any 
article 
you 
might purchase 
from 
his store. 
So when the crop is sold 
they always know whether they havo 
made or lost money. This is a system, 
we venture to say, very ie^v farmers 
in Kentucky practice, and Avhile most 
every farmer Avill admit that it is a 
good one, still very few of them 
will 
follow the example of these gentle- 
men. 
The trouble with a great many 
of our farmers these days is that they 
like to be in town too much. 
If they 
would stay at home except when they 
have business in town they would bo 
better ofl'. 
Now, we don't want our 
friends who are landowners to 
take 
offense at this, for we are interested 
in their success. 
When the farmers 
are successful everybody will prosper, 
and that is why we make the sugges- 
tion that they give their land more 
attention instead of sitting around 
on drygoods boxes in town whittl- 
ing sticks.—Mt. Sterling (Ky.) Sen- 
tinel Democrat.

copa County hobo, it was found that 
inan7 of the fish had given birth to 
prGi<M:iy fully formed and ready to dart 
about in search of food at the moment 
of coming into tlielr watery world. Oth- 
ers had given birth to tiny creatures 
that were globular in shape, except 
for the protruding eyes and a nascent 
tail fin» that could scarcely be seen 
without a strong glass. 
P^rom all evi- 
dences, it was cle<ar that the clcan-up 
had been made during the breeding 
ee-ason, yet there was no sign of fish 
roe or eggs. 
Many specimens of the 
Btrange young fish were collected, and 
will bo shipped to different experts, 
one lot going to the {Smithsonian insti- 
tution.—Phoenix (Ariz.)

Tlio Mystoriou« City of ITondurns, the 
Cradle of niayu Civilization 
INMunins 
of Great Toinplo« and rahiocs - A llu^o 
Structuro 8 0 0 Voet IUkIw 
Tho Central

explorer, 
George Bvron Gordon, contributes an 
article cntitlod '^The Mysterious City 
ofHouduras/^ to the Century. 
This 
pivesnn account of the recent remark- 
able diacovcries nuule at Copau, Mr. 
Gordon says: 


Hidden away among the mountains 
of H o n d u r a s / i n 
a beautiful valley 
which, 
even in 
that 
little-traveled 
country, where remoteness is a char- 
acteristic attribute of places, is unusu- 
ally aecluded, Copau is ono of 
the 
greatest mysteries of the ages. 
After 
the publication, in 1S40, of Stephens' 
account of bis visit to the ruins,which 
made them known for tho lirst time to 
the world, the interest awakcMied by 
bis graphic description, and the draw- 
ings that accompanied it frum the 
skillful pencil 
of 
(^athevwood, 
re- 
lapsed, and until within the last de- 
cade writers on the subject of Ameri- 
can archieology were dependent en- 
tirely 
for 
information 
concerning 
Copan upon the writings of Stephens, 
which were regarded by many Avith 
skepticism and mistrust. Not only do 
the recent explorations confirm the ac- 
count given by Stephens 
as 
regards 
the magnitude and importance of the 
ruins, but the collection of relics now 
in the Peabody museum is sullicient 
to convince the 
most skeptical that 
here are the remains of a city, un- 
known io history, as remarkable and 
as worthy of our careful consideration 
as any of the ancient centres of civili- 
zation in the Old World. 
"Whatever 
the origin of its people, this old city 
! is distinctly American —tho growth of 
American soil and environment. 
Tho 
gloomy forest, the abode of monkeys 
and jaguars, which clothed the valley 
at the time of Ste]ihens' visit, was in 
great part 
destroyed 
about 
thirty 
years ago by acolony from Guuteuiala, 
who came to plant in tho fertile soil 
of the valley the tobacco for which, 
much more than for the ruins, that 
valley is famous througliout Central 
America today. 
They left the 
trees 
that grew ixpun the higher structures, 
forming a picturesque grove, a rem- 
nant 
of which still remains -a few 
cedars and oeibas of gigantic propor- 
tions, clustered about the ruins of the 
temples shrouding them in a sombre 
shade, and sending their huge roots 
into the crevices 
and 
unexplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of 
the vast edifices. 


The area comprised Avithiii the limits 
of the old city consists of a level plain 
seven or eight 
miles 
long and two 
miles wide at the greatest. This plain 
is covered with the remains of stone 
houses, doubtless 
the habitations of 
the wealthy. The streets, sipiares and 
courtyards were paved with stone or 
with white cement made from 
lime 
and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished bymeansof covered 
canals and underground sewers 
built 
of stone and cement. 
On 
of the mountains, too, are found nu- 
merous ruins, and even on the high- 
est peaks fallen columns and ruined 
structitres may be seen. 


Ou 
the right bank of the Copan 
river, in the midst of the city, stands 
the principal group of structures—the 
temples, . palaces and buiklings of a 
public character. 
These form part of 
what has been called, for want of a 
better name, the Main Structure—a 
vast, 
irregular i)ile, rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of uiasoury 
and terminating in several great pyi'a- 
midal elevations, each topped by the 
remains of a temple which, before our 
excavations begun, looked like a huge 
pile of fragments bound together by 
the roots of trees, Avhile the slopes of 
the pyramids 
and 
the ten aces and 
pavements below are strewn Avith the 
ruins of these superb edifices. 
This 
huge structure, unlike the great pyra- 
mids of Egypt and other works of a 
similar character, is not the embodi- 
ment of a definite idea, built in accor- 
dance Avith a preconceivcd plan and 
for a specific purpose, but i^; rather the 
complex result of a long process of de- 
velopment, 
corresponding to 
the 
growth of culture and keeping pace 
Avith the expanding tastes of the peo- 
ple or the demands oi their national 
life. 
Its sides face tho four cardinal 
points; its greatest length ironi north 
to south is about eight hundred feet, 
and from east to 
Avest 
i\ measured 
originally nearly as much, but a part 
of the eastern side has been carried 
away by the swift current of the river 
Avhich llows directly against it. 
The 
interior of the 
structure 
i^ tlius ex- 
posed in the form of a clifi' one hun- 
dred and twenty feet hirh, presenting 
a complicated system of bui-ied Avails 
and fioors down to the Avatfr's edge- 
doubtless the remains of older build- 
ings, occupied for a time, and 
aban- 
doned to serve as foundations for more 
elaborate structures, 
but sculptured 
monuments 
as well. 
The 
theory 
of development, though it cannot be 
set aside, seems inadetpiate to explain 
this curious 
circumstance; 
and yet 
there is just enough diiierencebetAveen 
these art relics 
and 
those of later 
date to indicate a change in style and 
treatment. Whether or uot this change 
cuutinues in regular 
sequence lower 


doAvn has not yet been detormined. 
If, as I am inclined to believe, we 
shall find, away 
down 
in the lowet 
levels, tbe rude beginnings from Avhich 
the culture of the lal6r period deveh 
oped, Ave shall have pretty conclusive 
evidence not only that Copan is the 
oldest of the Maya cities, but that tho 
Copan valley itself, Avitb tho immedi. 
ate vicinity, 
Avas tho cradle of ihi 
Jlaya ciAalization,

before reaching tho top.

"Usually a person Avill tread on the 
ball of his' foot in taking oacJi step. 
This is very tiresome and Avearing on 
the muscles, as it throAvs tho entire 
Aveight of the body on tho muscles ot 
the legs and feet. 
You should, in 
walking or climbing stairs, seek for 
the most equal distribution of 
the 
bogly's Aveight possible. 
In 
Avalking 
upstairs your leet should be placed 
squarely "down on the stop, heel and 
all, and then the Avork should be per- 
formed slowly and deliberately. 
In 
this Avay thm'e is no strain upon any 
particular muscle, but each one is do- 
ing its duty in a natuiMl manner. Tlie 
man Avho goes upstairs Avith a spring 
you may bo sure is no philosopher, or, 
at least,' his reasoning has not been 
directed to that subject. 
The 
doctor 
might have gone a little further in the 
same line, and protested against tho 
habit Avhich many persons have of 
bending over half 
double Avhenever 
they ascend a flight of stairs. 
In ex- 
ertion of this kind, Avhen the heart is 
naturally excited to more rapid action, 
it is desirable that the lungs should 
have full play. 
But the crouchingpo- 
sition interferes Avith their action, the 
blood is imperfectly aerated, and there 
is trouble right away. 
(Uve the lungs 
a chance to do their AVork everyAvhere 
and at all times,"

Presi- 
dent Kruger, in an Interview with him 
(Judge Koize) threatened

At a special sepslon of the volksraad 
yesterday President Kruger 
declared 
Judge KoJze's statement 
false, 
and 
••aid: "The devil himself never spoke 
« greater He.'* 


Having given his version of the mat- 
ter President Kruger, turning to the 
political situation, said that people were 
jealous of the country's independence 
and the progress it was making. 
No 
one knew what was going to happen, 
but they must stand together. 
The 
government, he declared, had replied 
to the British dispatch, and the reply 
would be pu)>llshed directly. 
He know 
that it had reached the hands of Mr. 1 
Chamberlain.

that we are a government." 


His declarations left the impression 
that the government's reply denies the 
British claims of suzerainty.
